I) the allotment of federal funds 
to the state and local health 
departments; 2) increased ap­ 
propriations of tax monies for 


hospitals and medical services, 
and medical research; 3) the 
trend toward higher graduated 
taxes, which reduce the ability 
of the wealthy to contribute to 
private work; 4) increasing pres­ 
sure from federated fund rais­ 
ing agencies, and 5) for many 
organizations, 
the 
dwindling 
number of enthusiastic volun­ 
teers who are willing to knock 
on their neighbors’ doors and 
ask for contributions 
to 
the 
Heart Fund one month and for 
the Cancer Crusade the next 
month. 
“ With these formidable bar­ 
riers facing the voluntary agen­ 
cies,” Pistorius said “ they will 
survive, prosper and multiply 
if they have four main ingredi­ 
ents.” 
He said these were I) wide­ 
spread citizen participation; 2) 
Competent professional leader­ 
ship; 3) adequate finances, and 
4) effective program.

the area.*’ 
He explained this is the in­ 
tention of Project 70. 
“ We told the people of Penn­ 
sylvania many sites would be 
gone by 1970. and it was im ­

The Tyler estate is a classic 
example of this kind,” Goddard 
said. 
Farm Parcels 
Calling the growth rate 
of 
Bucks 
County 
“phenom enal” , 
Goddard warned, "if we had 
waited any longer this wonder­ 
ful opportunity would have been 
lost forever.” 
The estate is currently parcel­ 
ed into 15 
farms 
of 
varied 
acreages. They are leased to 
occupants by the trustees' who 
are responsible for the m ain­ 
tenance of buildings and other 
structures on the farms. 
Upon transfer of title to the 
state, each occupant will as­ 
sume m aintenance responsibili­ 
ties, Goddard said. He also not­ 
ed the state will continue to 
lease the lands to occupants un­ 
til development plans are com ­ 
pleted and development begins. 


Other Land Sought 
A 10-acre tract bordering the 
estate on the 
Richboro Road 
containing six farm s, or parcels, 
is sought by the state. Goddard 
asked the state be given first op­ 
tion on these properties should 
owners decide to sell. 
In answer to questions from
